The procccitiDgi of delibergtivf bodiei are 
ptaverbiklly ilow. Even yttilway com- 
milieM teein to purtake more of tin lethar- 
gic ipirit uf the old French rf%mcf,than 
of the mercurial lent pe rime nt of their 
own locomotivct. The Proviiiomtl Com- 
mittc* dow lilting in SyJin-j may, for 
aught we know, be optn to nnitsadver- 
trout for lornethiDg or uthrr , but at 
«! redly llicy canimt lie repruaxhed for 
pretipUmey. Their official motto a|i]irarii 
to be, in Sit contradiction lo the inanttnt 
of (he 'itation,' Jforr hmtlt, tromrtptttl. 
Appointed on llie itith day of Jan wiry, 
tiietr firit Repurt it laid before the public 
on Ihe riot day of May, being rather more 
thin three eaten da t nionthg. And we 
preiume the fit at Report ia not to be also 
the but. Nothing has yel been mid of 
the capabilitiei of Ihe north and the weal. 
Bo that if the Committee intend lo gt> on 
ai they have begun, Ibat ia, allowing 
three month* fur each leveral line, (heir 
labour! Fill have been brought to lome- 
thing like a dote by the end of October or 
begin uiag of November net! • 

We mutt remember, however, the 
maxim of good old Kliion— Sat cite, n 
uf ieuf. Th* colonial nubile ought lo 
be much more anxioui that thin iinpor» 
(ant tnqniiy ihould be coiiducted veil 
than il ihould be conducted tptitltty. If 
the Committee have at all erred on the 
lide of tarJoitt; they have thereby 
amiJeil Ihe much greater error of roiAitejtt. 
They have taken time to conaider nhal 
queXioni ihould be uked, rand to whom 
propounded — they have given time lo the 
partieg co mulled to return well-rrrighed 
amvrerr — and, having received thotc an - 
•wen, they hate again taken time to re - 
fleet uputt iheir purport, and to digett 
them i u t,.i a plain, cunciae? tabular form, 

The Report on the line between 
Sydney and Uuulliurn, puhlithed in 
the Brrald of Saturday last, will 
doubtleu be differently viewed by dif- 
ferent persona. Ill l»o cardinal point* 
are — lite required uutlay, and the 
traffic return i. On the latter point the 
difference of opinion will not, perhini, be 
to great. At any rale, ive have heard n0 
hint oat of daon that the rttimatrt uf the 
Sub-Committee, whether of patMngert or 
goodi, an in any reaped exaggerated or 
over-ainguine. And amongit the mem- 
be n of (he Clenenl Committee, a* are in- 
timated on Saturday, there wai a diapuai- 
tiun, when Ihe Repott wai under cunti- 
deralion, to think that the Iraffic ligd been 
ettimated below the reality. 

Connected with this branch of the *ub- 
ject, there ii one most important comtder- 
tllott, lo which the Rrpoii doe* but very 
cnnorily advert — uanidy, that the 
eitimilet arc reitricted to the jire- 
tenl traiBc, and lake in no part 
Of the augmentation which would 
inevitably mult from the introduction of 
a railway. Tiie Committee concr/ire it to 
be their province to culled subsiding 
fact*, leaving il lu others to teuon from the 
railitiei of thepre**nt lo the probahiliiie* 
of the future. They content them«]yei,on 
thii bead, with the on* brief remark— 
' The amount* of £ii;lM f,„ K , : .„l v 
and *£J4,300 for paste tigera, embrhce the 
prftnt traffic only I that it would be much 
Increued by the introduction of railway*, 
the biatnty of these undertaking! it tuffi- 
tient tu tliow. Of thi* fact Ihey adduce 
Ihree (xnuiplei, *u itriking and to perti- 
nent, that we cannot place them before our 
reader* in too prominent a point of 
view i — 

For ..ample, with reaped to lb* Stockton 
and D.rlioRlon Hallway, in England, which 
waa intandrd chiefly for tb* carriage of coal, 
Ihe l^pwtiv.K.iim.ie waa, that th* quantity 
ofcoalwhichwould put elonglhelitieannoaljy, 
would be, for home mu.nmptinn 10,000 ion., 
and for eaporttlion lO.ugC. The quantitica 
actually cttiird, after (h* tttahlilhmtn I erf tba 
aailwaj, were, for noma oonaumptlon, IfcO.OQfl 
ton* i and for exportation 6 tW.OOO uma. 

So in Ihe United Btalaa. Before the Kaatem 
llailwiy waa com mined, the number oi pii- 
teagtrt froet Lynn wai ettimatod at 1000 an- 
nually; it proved to h*. by thi railway, no Icat 
than 70,000, Bafur* tb* intetHluotioa of th* 
l.nw*H railway, a cartful and laborioua oati- 
mat* mtdt itt yearly income. 35,000 dollar. ; 
tht actual in tome proved to be 267. jro dolltn. 

Now, lie rr> we have rated of increaae 
thai may be truly called urodigioui '■ in 
one instance more Ihan double ; in another 
more than tm-fbid ; in another more than 
irtentrfii'foiii ; and in another more than 
A/ty-ia-fold. And yel theie are nul «- 
Iretnecaaei. They art nut even uncommon. 
They air r(*ulli tu which railway enter- 
priieiare ao accurtumed both in Ru rope 
anil in America, u iu those countries to 
be ihnught little uf, arid, indcrd, to be 
tanked fur at ihtngt of com nr. 

That limilar wonder, wuuld be wrought 
in tbii yuuthful and rapidly thriving 
colony, who can doulrt f Ut the? adiau- 
taife* of railway trtn.it nnce be brought 
home to the coloniiti, and an electrical 
impiijtE wilt be communicated to all claatei 
and lo all puriuila. Article* now tent from 
home in in considerable quantitiei, and ar- 
tkbf* not ant at all, would (hen be aent in 
abundance. Article* not now grown, nor 
dug from ihe earth, nor collected in the 
Ihe matket if too 



of act em, would then be produced aad tof> 
warded in ample ittppliei, ami coiuttitnte 
new aonreri of wealth to the interior and 
of commerce tn our towns. Persona who 
now seldom Mir from their own localitie*, 
and perion* who do not travel at all, would 
then, luted by (he fascination! of (he plea- 
aa n t and npi d Hi g bts of railway locomotion, 
indulge in frequent excursions for limine**, 
fur recreation, for intercourse with, friends. 
Withtheincreaseofourpopulition —and i u 
few countries, ha* population advanced *o 
rapidly as in (his— and with that more 
vigorous development of our triource*, 
that more stirring spirit of enterprise in 
every u^partnaent of industry, which rail- 
way facilities would call forth, there can 
be no rational doubt that the traffic would 
yearly incteaae in a geometrical ratio. 

On the other point, the coat of con- 
struction, there may, however, be io 
wide a difference of opinion, that nothing 
bul the demon strut ion uf a survey 
can bring people to think alike. 
The Committee have taken the average, 
of other countries . and finding that 
in America, whose circumstance* ate 
moit analogous lo our own, Lhl 
average eott is £\m(l per mile, they have 
anumed that the average in Ihi* country 
would not exceed acrlOOrj. To allow, 
however, for (hat latitude or opinion of 
which we have )U*t ipokcn, we will tup 
pote, for the take uf aigurneot, that the 
cost will be full a hundred per cent, 
greater than thii. The capital, instead of 
three 1511a riera of a million, would in thai 
case, for the line between Sydney and 
Ooulburn, be a million and a half. But 
even then, the return* of the fi»t year, 
taking litem at the Cummittee'e estimate, 
*£ 100,000, minus forty per cent, fur the 
cost* of working, would leave a nel profit 
of four per cent. And if the traffic should 
in the Kcond year in create by only ont- 
telf th* amount of the nn(, the profit 
would rise to six per cen(. j in the lliird, 
at the lame ratio, lo eight per cent. , in 
the fuurlli to ten per cent. ; and so on. 
Bu( we should best in mind, that (he ex- 
pense! of management wuuld not increase 
pari psssv with (lie traffic ; and thai out 
of every hundred pounds added lo the firat 

Iear'i revenue, there would therefore be a 
uger renduum uf clear profit. 
There is yet another feature in the 
railway enterprise which ihoult] not be 
overlooked. Not only dots railway fa- 
cility create traffic, but one railway cre- 
ates another. The stupendous lucteia of 
the Liverpool and Manchester under- 
taking gave such an impetus to the capi- 
talists of the United Kingdom, and in- 
deed to thoae of the whole civilized 
world, that railway investment hot been on 
the move ever since. And to, doubtless, 
will it be in Australia. Not enntent with a 
Great Southern Line, we must have aGreat 
Northern and a Ureal Western too ; and 
not satisfied with theie main (rusks, we 
must eventually, after due experience ill 
the working! of the larger undertakings, 
have lateral branches, thuoting out into 
all our more populous localities. 

This important movement — in our 
opinion the most important (he colony hal 
ever wilneated— has now fairly begun. 
May it go on and prosper ! 

WHERE ARE THE SHIPS 1 
Bt the end of thia week our intelligence 
front England will be five month* old, 
and upon reference lo our filei we find 
(hat for the laat three year, the January 
•hip* from England have alway* made 
long passagee, owing to the prevalence of 
the westerly wind* on the English coaiti, 
which prevent veweli from getting dear of 
the Channel. There i* au instance of a 
ship (Ihe Upton Lufir , being detained in 
the Channel three months, from Decem- 
ber to March. The consequence ha* been 
that wt bare alway a received tba January 
new* by some indirect channel. In 18411, 
we find thai the London newt of the Alh 
January waa brought to ttui colony by 
(he circuitous route of China, ou the 
aSlli of May by the Juitrahtta, 
Panktt, «nd an there now ia (which was 
nut the caae in 1 8-Li) steam to Hong- 
kong, we may expect to receive news by 
the same route immediately, the Simrod 
being hourly expected. In 1844, the Lon- 
don mail of the 6th January arrived in 
Sydney o n the SSth April, hy H.M.S. 
TrWio, Captain Hon, from Bombay. In 
l»15, news lo the 1 lib January arrived 
from Pernantbuco, by the teciiia, on. the 
31st Miiy; the Jmtlia, with (he January 
mail, having been detained in the Channel 
until the SGth January, and not arriving 
in Sydney until the 1st June. Let u* 
hope the time ii not far diftant when our 
own mails will arrive by iteam from Eng- 
land with almost aa much certainty as 
they arrive from tbt Hunter.
